CRIME IN HIGH PLACES. 
The address which the Hon. Horatio Sey- 
mour, of New York, recently delivered before 
the National Prison Association, at Baltimore, 
orf The Causes of Crime,” is published in fall 
in the current number of the Popular Science 
Monthly. Mr. Seymour has certainly taken bold 
grounds. He deprecates the prevailing tendency 
to regard criminals as exceptional men, who 
run counter to the currents of society, as 
thorns in the body politic, which must be 
plucked out. This, he holds, is an error. 
Criminals are the outgrowth of society, 
and in many respects the representative men of 
a country. It is a hard thing to draw an in- 


‘| dictment against a criminal,” says Mr. Seymour, | 


“‘which is not an indictment of the community in 
which he has lived.” His principle is, that 
wrong-doing is the result of the influences per- 


by malaria, and he confesses that he can 
scarcely recall a case in the thousands of prayers 
for pardon to which he has listened, where he 
might not have fallen, had he been subject to 
the same influences, and pressed by the same 
temptations. Coming from a man whose per- 
sonal purity has never been questioned in a long 
life of public service, these utterances carry 
with them considerable weight, and yet they em- 
brace only a half truth. It is undoubtedly 
true that the circumstances surrounding human 
beings are largely instrumental in determining 
their conduct. It is not true, however, that 
poverty and obscurity are necessarily more op- 
posed to the forming of correct principles and 
the leading of a virtuous life, than wealth and 
power. If one were asked whether the circum- 
stances surrounding the slave Epictetus, or 
those surrounding the Emperor Marcus Aure- 
lids, were the more unfavorable for the practice 
of virtue and the exercise of a perfectly upright 
life, it would be a hard question to answer. In 
the application of his doctrine, Mr. Seymour 
does not stop at the way-stations of crime,—the | 
saloons, the low resorts, and the influences which 
usnally absorb the attention of preachers and 
fefotmers. He goes back to the fountain-

The question asked by society is, how much a 
‘man is worth, and not how he acquired wealth. 
The mere question of intellectual attainments 
and information is set above the question for 
what purpose these acquirements are used. 
“The most dangerous criminal,” says Mr. Sey- 
mour, “is the educated, intellectnal violator of 
the law, for he has all the resources of 
art at his command,—the forces of me- 
chanics, the subtlety of chemistry, the knowl- 
edge of men’s ways and passions.” As 
an instance of this, he makes the statement that 
our servant-girls resist more temptation than 
any other class in society. No illustration could 
point more clearly to the necessity for looking 
among the higher classes, among the rich and 
‘the educated, for the causes of crime, rather 
than among the poor, the lowly, and those 
known as the dangerous classes. 

Mr. Seymour notices one serious difficulty 
which America encounters in dealing with crime, 
which is, at the same time, à fruitful source 
of the extension and variety of criminal 
acta against which our local governments 
must combat. It is the heterogeneous increase 
of our population at the rate of 300,000 per year, 
or 1,000 per day. There has never been an ad- 
vance of a great army without an accompani- 
ment of crime and disorder; but here is a con- 
tinuous advance altogether unparalleled in his- 
tory. While this immigration contributes enor- 
mously to the vigor, energy. industry, aud strength 


also bring with it new temptations for wrong- 
doing and new elements of crime. It also bur- 
dens and complicates our criminal jurisprudence. 
Germany makes its laws for German subjects, 
France for Frenchmen, England for English- 
men, China for Chinamen, but America is 
called upon to control and assimilate a great 
variety of people, customs, languages, aud re- 
ligions. In applying this partial excuse for the 
inefficient control of the criminal classes in New 
York City, however, Mr. Seymour does not neg- 
lect to state that “the discredit of that great 
city mainly springs from the sad fact that its

We also spent an average of $150,000 each in 
the articles of silk and cotton gloves, woolen 
goods, leather, and church ornaments, while we 
invested $600,000 in raw silk, and as much more 
in metals and hardware. At St. Etienne we in-

At Bordeaux we purchased quite a different 
class of goods, consisting of oils, wines, brandy, 
sardines, dried fruits, all amounting to $3,500,- 
000, of which nearly one-third was for wines. 

At Nantes we purchased sardines, presprves, 
calfskins, and champagne, to the value of 8184, 
At Marseilles we bought chemicals, dye- 
stuffs, and fruit, but the big business done was 
in common soap, madder, and madder-root.

Dr. McCosh, in opposing the change, insists 
that the discipline of the colleges of Great 
Britain is just as strict as that which 
American colleges. This, 
he holds, is secured through the system 
of tutors who sre employed. Dr. Mo- 
Cosh ignores the fact, however, that the 
employment of tutors is a matter of personal. 
choice, and that they are employed only to the 
extent to which each student cares.togo. Tutors 
are frequently retained for the benefit of one 
student; generally divide their time among a 
very few, giving an bour to each alone; and 
rarely have classes that amount to half-a-dozen |. 
in numbers. The practice of American colleges 
is very different. Every student in an American 
college is obliged to submit himself to a certain 
established curriculum, whether it is suited to 
his taste or not. He finds himself one of a large 
class of thirty, forty, or fifty others, keep- 
his disinclfnation 
to. certain studies, and kept back by them in 
other studies for which he has a fondness 
Class-attendance being compulsory, he wastes 
several hours a day to get a smattering of cer- 
tain things which he will speedily forget, that 
might have been profitably employed in studies 
in which he could excel.

‘THE BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 
BY PROF. WILLIAM MATHEWS, OF THE UNIVERSITY 
OF CHICAGO. 

Of the sixteen or seventeen decisive battles 
of the world, there is no ove of deeper intercst, 
if there is one of greater importance, than the 
battle of Waterloo. Fought by the greatest 
Generals of the world, at the very prime of their 
reputation, and being, as it were, the crown and 
finish of the experience of 20 yeare’. war, this 
duel, which closed the wars of the French Rey- 
olution, is one which will always be itivested 
with a peculiar fascination for the render, 
whether viewed in itself only, or in cdnnec- 
tion with the vast results that hung on ‘ite: 
issue. Never was a victory moré complete than 
that of the allied armies, It was not only a defeat 
of the French army and its chief; it was an ex- 
termination. It was a shipwreck of a people. 
On the 18th of June, 1815, between sunrise and 
sunset, the French Empire breathed its last 
breath; at 8 o'clock in the morning it stood 
erect, with all its hopes,—at 9 o'clock in the

and Waterloo. That his old age ‘Wis not 
crowned with honor, is dus simply to the popu- 
lar cry in France for a scapegoat to bear the 
shame of her defeat, and to the readiness with 
which Napoleon supplied it in his Lieutenant. 
Even had Grouchy overtaken the Prussians 
after their unmolested retreat, he had not force 
enough to cope with them. Blucher’s army, be it 
remembered. though beaten back at Ligny, was 
neither routed nor disheartetied. At Wavre it 
was joined by 30,000 men under Bulow, who had 
not been under fire. In spite of his defeat, 
Blacher was as indefatigable as ever in bringing 
his men into action again, and had the fesolu- 
tion to exposes part of his army, under Thiel- 
mann, to be overwhelmed by Grouchy at Wavre 
on the 18th, while he urged on the mass of his 
troops to Waterloo. It is not at Wavre, but at 


Waterloo,“ said the old Field-Marshal, “that tho 


campaign is to be decided,” and he risked a de- 
tachment, and won the campaign accordingly. 
The sum of the whole matter is this: Napo- 
leon made two fatal mistakes, first, in permit- 
ting himself to be ignorant of the direction of 
the Prussian. retreat, and of their flapk march 
from Wavre; and second, in supposing that, 
without the aid of „ he could whip Wel- 
lington. Up to the 17th, all had prospered with 
him ; but from that hour his star of destiny 
ateddily waned. On the morning of that day he 
was with 100,000 men against 200,000. 
It was absolutely indispensable, therefore, that 
he should defeat, separate, and paralyze the 
armies of Wellington and Binucher, as his only 


should have led his last man and horse; for, the 
English defeated, it would have been compari 
tively easy to crush the Prussians. Instead of 
doing this, and playing a great game, ss he 
should have done when all his fortunes, were 
staked, he divided his army, and from that hour 
his doom was sealed. The strategy to which he 
had looked to atone, as in his early glories, for 
inferiority of numbers, failed him utterly whea
